Indian Navy. 

Captain Vithal Amritrau Dhareshwar was the commanding 
Officer of one ol the ships which was deployed in South 
Arabian Sea during thc conflict with Pakistan in December 
1971. He maintained a very high degree of fighting efficiency 
of his ship during the entire period of operatoins. His ship 
remained at sea throughout the hostilities and effectively 
investigated all ships at sea Tor contraband. On all such 
occasions, he was a source of inspiration to all personnel on 
board,

2. Captain 1NDER MOHAN NARANG. 

Merchant Navy. 

Captain Under Mohan Natans was the Master of Vishwa 
Vijay, a vessel belonging to the Shipping Corporation of 
India during the India-Pakistan conflict in December, 1971, 
His ship was requisitioned for carrying troops for the landing 
operation on UKHAl Beach off COX’S Bazar. He command- 
ed the ship, fully aware that he had to traverse through 
waters infested with enemy submarines.
